The advantages and benefits to be derived as a result of the reorgani- 
zation in 1960 continued to be manifest during 1961. 


Six members were added. Atthe end of the year the membership tot- 
alled 40, with several prospects, two of whom have since become mem- 
bers. This is encouraging, and it is hoped that others will take advan- 
tage of the opportunity to serve our community. Seventeen meetings, 
including work sessions were held. 


There were two fires in 1961 for which the Department was called. 
Thanks to quick response the damage was held to a minimum. The fire 
damage to buildings and contents is estimated at not exceeding $350, a 
remarkable record. In addition four drills were held. They are a nec- 
essary adjunct to the development and maintenance of a good department. 


Two hundred and fifty feet of new hose was purchased. Additional 
new hose will be desirable each year for a period of years, as some of 
our old hose does not meet pressure tests and we are currently on the 
border line of the minimum requirement of 1000 feet of approved hose. 
Four new brass Indian pumps are on order. 


Index cards to be made out in quadruplicate for each property have 
been printed. They will show the new siren code for location of fires, 
your property number, best access to property, water available, haz- 
ards, Department telephone number, etc. Members of the Department 
will be completing these as time permits. One copy will be furnished 
each property owner. A new town map is to be made for use with the 
index cards. 


All are asked to report at once any fires such as chimney, grass 
brush, etc., to give the Department a better chance to control the fire 
before it spreads and causes considerable damage. This should be done 
even if it appears that the fire can be controlled. To expedite calls to 
the Fire Department, it is recommended that a card bearing the Fire 
number be hungnear the phone or that the number be copied in the front 
of the phone book. This saves precious time if a call is necessary. If 
no answer is received on the Weston fire number, you can call the num- 
ber shown on the last yellow page of your telephone directory. 


The Fire Departmentnumber should be used only to report a fire or 
for some real emergency. 


The fire record of Weston has been excellent and we wish to keep it 


that way. Chimney fires have predominated and these could be reduced 
by frequent cleaning. One method is the application of a commercial 
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soot destroyer available in stores. It can be applied to a hot fire - oil, 
coal or wood, in furnace, stove or fireplace. In its absence, a similar 
amount of table salt may be used. 


In an effort to prevent property and other losses, members of your 
Department will soon be inspecting buildings frequented by the public. 


Thanks to work parties, the insulation inside the fire houseis now 
nearly covered by wood paneling. This improves the appearance and 
reduces oil consumption. 


Theham suppers put on by the Department brought in a modest pro- 
fit. The auction sale also was profitable but would have been more so 
if bad weather had not interfered. On the other hand, the Department 
is very grateful for the splendid response on the part of the people of 
Weston, to our letter of last summer. The returns from these sources 
permitted a substantial reduction in the loan on equipment purchased 
previously. If the Town grants the amount requested in the Warning, the 
Department, with the help of other sources of income, should be able to 
take care of operating costs and in addition make a further reduction in 
our loan. 


The Department appreciates the support and cooperation extended by 
SO many.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To The Citizens of Weston: 


Today we are striving for excellence in our schools. I believe this 
desirable objective is often very much misunderstood. Too many peo- 
ple are thinking in terms of excellence in the strictly academic subjects 
and more particularly those subjects required for college entrance. 


Asour children come to us in the first grade they are very much dif- 
ferent, physically, mentally and emotionally. As they spend more time 
in our schools these differences become more obvious and we find slow 
learners, average students and gifted children. 


The ability of these children and their interest as they progress in 
our schools, not only determines the subjects to be offered in our schools 
but also the grouping within the subject area so that the gifted, the aver- 
age and the slow learner will be challenged and achieve their goal of ex- 
cellence. 


At the request of the State Legislature and the State Department of 
Education we are now conducting two surveys in this supervisory union, 
a survey of the ''Unmet Needs of Handicapped Children", and a "Survey 
of Academic Talent". It must be that our Legislature recognizes, as 
we do, the individual differences in our children, and plan to do more 
for the child who is physically, mentally and emotionally handicapped 
as well as the academically talented. It would be tragic, of course, if 
we forgot about the majority of our children, "the average student”, who 
is between the handicapped and academically talented. 


In considering the improvement of the offerings in your schools and 
the facilities to provide these offerings I hope you will consider the 
needs of the slow learner, the average student and the academically 
talented as well as the varying interests of our pupils.

BRING THIS REPORT TO TOWN MEETING 


ON THE COVER 


Weston honors the memory of Lewis and Emma Wilder Parkhurst, 
whose gifts to Mrs. Parkhurst's native town, continued for nearly half a 
century, have enriched the lives of Weston residents, and been instru- 
mental in promoting the present prosperity of the town. 


Lewis Parkhurst (Class President) graduated from Dartmouth Col- 
lege in 1878 with the degree of A.B. In 1908 his Alma Mater conferred 
on him the honorary degree of A.M., followed by that of LL.D. in 1928. 
He servedasa Trustee of Dartmouth College from 1908 to 1941. He was 
with Ginn and Co. from 1886 to 1941, serving as its Treasurer for 25 
years. He was a Mass. State Representative in 1908 and a Mass. State 
Senator in 1921 and 1922. 


It is difficult to select those items of the Parkhurst's generosity which 
deserve mention in the limited space available here. The Wilder Mem- 
orial Library, briefly the home of John Wilder while the present Wilder 
Homestead was being built, was remodeled as a Library and with an en- 
dowment to help provide for its maintenance was presented to the Town 
in 1912. A major part of the expense of restoring the Farrar-Mansur 
House came from this same source, possible because Mrs. Parkhurst's 
great-grandmother, Rebecca (Farrar) Cragin, was a sister of Oliver 
Farrar, who built the house. Only those who remember the site of Cold 
Spring Brook Park in former days can appreciate what this revovation, 
another Parkhurst gift, has done for Weston village. The former Baptist 
Church, later a Grange Hall, was purchased, restored and furnished by 
Lewis and Emma Wilder Parkhurst, and now as the Church-on-the-Hill 
is the place of worship of the Weston Community Church. The dedica- 
tion took place in August, 1938, that being the 100th anniversary of the 
building of the Church. The Town Office Building, and the adjacent Play- 
ground for the Village School supplied other long felt wants. We con- 
clude this summary by quoting the words of Lewis Parkhurst as now re- 
corded in bronze in the hall of the Town Office Building. 


Lewis Parkhurst 
a freshman in Dartmouth College 
and 
Emma Wilder | 


daughter of Judge Wilder of Weston taught 
in the Village School in the building adja- 
cent to this, in the winter 1874-75. In due 
time they became man and wife and in 1940 
celebrated their sixtieth wedding anniver- 
sary at Winchester, Massachusetts, their 
home for many years. In 1940 they pur- 
chased this village land and dedicated it 
for alltime to be used as a playground for 
the children, and a Town House for this 
community. In 1941-42 this building was 
erected and the land and building presented 
by them to the citizens of Weston.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


Through the generosity of Mr. Richard Parkhurst, of Winchester, Mass., 
we have been able to improve the Town Office considerably. Extensive 
repairs were made on the chimney and in the basement, the latter in- 
cluding repair of a cracked foundation which then was waterproofed. A 
new doorsill was put in one basement door-frame to replace one which 
was in bad condition, and wrought iron railings were installed on the 
entrance steps - thus improving both their appearance and safety. The 
walk from the street to the steps was torn up and re-graded, with the 
original stone replaced. This job was done under the direction of the 
Selectmen, who also saw to it that the good appearance of the grounds 
was kept up by removing dead trees and brush and by having the grass 
cut regularly. Reference to Mr. Parkhurst's contribution will be found 
under RECEIPTS, Exhibit B. 


During 1962 we have rented a grader from Reynolds and Son. This is 
a used, re-conditioned unit which can be purchased for $4, 000.00, with 
deferred payments of $1,000.00 per year. Rentals of $600.00 already 
paid will apply to the purchase price. (A new grader of this type costs 
in the neighborhood of $12,000.00.) Owning this grader would make it 
available at the best times for grading, ditching, etc. instead of our wait- 
ing for State equipment which usually is busy elsewhere when most need- 
ed. Further, it is useful on winter roads and, as a possible source of 
income, might be made available to neighboring towns. Authorization 
to purchase is urgently recommended.

This twenty-seventh in the series of annual reports submitted by the 
Department to the people of Weston shows tabulations for the calendar 
year 1962. In our program of assistance to the aged, blind and dis- 
abled, 30% of the costs of hospital and physician services, plus the ex- 
cess over $75.00 per month in Nursing Home care, are assessed a- 
gainst the Town of settlement of the recipients of such care. Partici- 
pation charges incurred by Weston during 1962 were: 


Hospitalization Services $ 208. 83 
Physician Services $ 34.50 


Under similar settlement provisions, town participation in the program 
of Aid to Families with Dependent Children is at the rate of one-eighth 
of the assistance grants, while costs incurred for the care of Committed 
Children are borne equally by the local and state agencies. Charges 
assessed against Weston for the former amounted to $126.90 - for the 
latter, no costs were assessed. 


Also, during 1962, there were eight recipients of Old Age Assistance and 
one recipient of Aid tothe Blind. Direct money payments to these persons 
were made entirely from state-federal funds. Other programs similar- 
ly financed are Services for the Blind, Adoption Services and the re- 
cently inaugurated Medical Aid for the Aged, the benefits of which, when 
needed, are available to all qualified residents of Weston.

The Weston Volunteer Fire Department acknowledges with thanks all of 
the help and refreshment extended to us by our friends and neighbors 
during and after the time when we were fighting the fire which destroyed 
the Playhouse and Community House on July 12, 1962. 


This was, indeed, a serious loss but we feel that, in view of the great 
start which the fire had before it was discovered, Our equipment, once 
it got into action, fully justified the time, effort and money expended in 
continually improving its readiness. The amount of structure saved and 
the protection given nearby buildings without damage of any kind is proof 
of that. 


Two other fires to which wewere called startedas chimney fires which 
spread to the woodwork. ‘These were extinguished quickly with negli- 
gible loss because of prompt alarm and ready equipment. Both of these 
fires, in the opinion of experts, would have resulted in complete loss if 
the alarm had been delayed or the equipment inadequate. Here we want 
to stress again the importance of calling the Department for ANY fire, 
regardless of how small it may seem to you. 


During the year we have added hose and other equipment, including four 
Indian pumps and a jeep - the latter being a real addition because of its 
ability to get to the scene of a fire ahead of the heavier trucks, especi- 
ally in winter, and thus lessening the chance of a little fire developing 
into a big one. We are in the process of adding suitable units to in- 
crease the effectiveness of the jeep still further. It will be noticed in 
the Statement of Cash Receipts and Disbursements (Exhibit B) thata re- 
fund of $50.00 was made to the town by the State of Vermont and in the 
Miscellaneous section ofthe Town General Expense Statement (Schedule 
3) an expenditure of $120.92 for pumps for the Fire Dept. is indicated. 
With the assistance of the Selectmen the purchase was handled in this 
way totake advantage of a situation in which a purchase of certain types » 
of pumps entitles a municipality (on Selectmen's order) to a refund to a 
maximum of $50.00. This left a balance of $70.92 owed by us to the 
General Fund on December 31, 1962 butthis amount has since been paid 
to the Town Treasurer and will show as a receipt by the General Fund 
in the next Town Report. 


Asa part of our continuing fund raising activities to enable us to keep 
on improving our equipment we have revised and updated a map and di- 
rectory of Weston, the set being available at $1.50 - usually to be had 
at many of our local places of business. For $1.75 we will mail a set 
to any place in the U.S. You provide the address and the cash, we will 
do the rest, including mailing tube and postage. 


The index cards mentioned in last year's report are ready and a few al- 
ready have been filled in and filed with us. These cards show the siren 
code, your property location number and details concerning tank loca- 


oi. 


tions, wire entrances, water availability, etc. and include space for a 
plan sketch of your building or buildings. These cards may be had on 
request and, whenever possible, a member of the department will be 
ready to help complete your record. 


Also, during the year, we have published a new Fire Signal card, list- 
ing phone numbers, siren signals and areas as shown below. ‘These 
cards were mailed to as complete a list as we could assemble but, re- 
cognizing the probability that some interested neighbors did not get one, 
we hope that you will feel free to ask us for as many as you think will 
be useful to you. A post card addressed to the Department, or a re- 
quest in person or by phone to any of the individuals listed at the head of 
this report will serve to bring the card or cards to you. 


Plans for continuing the efficiency of the Department include a much 
needed addition to the Fire House to provide adequate room for our 
equipment which is uncomfortably crowded since the addition of the Jeep 
auxiliary vehicle, making work on any of the trucks very difficult un- 
less they are driven outside. We hope to include proper hose-drying 
facilities in the working out of these plans but the project is still too in- 
complete in detail for us to do more than mention it at this time. How- 
ever, on this job, it is hoped that we can cut our costs sharply by the 
use of volunteer help by Department members whose work in the past, 
at periodic "Work Parties" has done much to improve the Fire House 
and to cut down fixed operating costs, especially fuel. 


To maintain and improve our efficiency, we need to add items such as 
hose (250 ft. minimum), three additional Indian pumps, one COZ ex - 
tinguisher and a portable pump for the jeep. Your generous response 
to our annual appeal for funds is a large factor in helping us to meet 
these needs and we make every effort to see to it that these funds are

During 1962 a total of 1,835 books and 301 magazines have been borrowed 
from the Library. The Book Buying Committee has secured 40 additional 
books for our shelves. Acknowledgements for contributions of books and 
magazines hereby are made to Mr. Marcus Robbins, Mrs. Dixon Philips, 
Mr. Pendleton Marshall, Senator Winston Prouty, Mrs. Harris Baldwin, 
Mr. Raymond Taylor, Miss Hilary Miller, Mr. & Mrs. A. F. Niendorff, 
the Weston Priory, Mr. Horace E. Howe and the Sinclair Press. 


The Bookmobile, which has visited us seven times during the year, is 
preparedto take care of requests for books not easily available locally. 
Anyone wishing books of this nature should submit his request to the 
Librarian, who will take care of details and will notify you when the book 
is ready for delivery to you. There is no charge for this service. 


A few books have been outstanding far beyond a reasonable time. We 
are sure that failure to return them to the Library is an unintentional 
oversight on the part of the borrowers despite written requests that such 
books be returned. We would point out that, with a limited number of 
books on our shelves, the keeping of books beyond the no penalty period 
works a hardship on those of your neighbors who might (and in some 
cases did) want to read the missing book. Penalties can, of course, be 
assessed, but this we hesitate to do. Your prompt co-operation in re- 
turning the missing books will be deeply appreciated.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Weston: 


Since this is a legislative year I would like to base my 1963 report on 
the needs of education and the legislation at the State level which is 
needed to provide a sound educational program in our communities. 


STATE SCHOOL BUILDING AID: Thereisa need to extend State School 
Building Aid tocontinue the program of providing more adequate school 
facilities in our communities. Since July 1, 1953, when the present 
School Building Aid law went into effect, twelve million dollars in State 
funds have been spent for new school construction, major alterations 
and additions. While these funds have helped to finance 16 new high 
schools, 74 new elementary buildings and many additions and altera- 
tions, there ‘still needs to be many new facilities provided. 


GENERAL STATE AID: A general increase in State Aid is needed and 
this aid should be provided through a new formula which takes into con- 
sideration the local ability to support a sound basic education program 
in each school district. This new State Aid Formula should provide 
more funds and these funds should be distributed on the basis of need to 
raise the standards of education in Vermont. 


TUITION FOR SECONDARY EDUCATION AND COMPULSORY SCHOOL 
ATTENDANCE LAW: Free public education should be provided for all 
children in the state, grades 1 - 12, without cost to their parents. To- 
ward this end the full tuition of high school pupils should be paid and 
transportation should be provided. 


Union districts for elementary and secondary education seem to be the 
best way toprovide a sound educational program with adequate services 
at minimum cost-to the taxpayers in the community. 


Ifthe compulsory school age is increased to 16, as is proposed, schools 
must be large enough to provide a broad program to meet the needs of 
these pupils, and the services must be provided to eliminate the hard- 
ships of school attendance for many of our pupils. Taxpayers can afford 
to provide the broad program and the other services only when the school 
unit is of sufficient size. 


SPECIAL EDUCATION: Substantially more state funds should be approp- 
riated to provide education for handicapped children. Handicapped child- 
_ ren are the deaf, the blind, the hard-of-hearing, and children handicapped 
by special disorders, mental retardation, emotional disturbances and 
health problems. During the 1961-1962 school year, 615 children were 
educated in Special Education facilities. The largest group, the mentally 
retarded, totalled 389 andit is estimated that there are upwards of 2000 
in Vermont requiring this Special Education. 


The cbjective of the State Special Education Program, so well admini- 
stered through our State Department of Education, is to develop these

children into tax-payers rather than tax-users. Vermont's achieve- 
ments under thenine years this program has been in operation has been 
outstanding, but there are many more girls and boys needing this service. 


EDUCATIONAL TELEVISION: Educational television has great potential 
for supplementing the instruction in our schools. If Vermont does not 
act during the next biennium in taking over U. H. F. Channel 26 it is prob- 
able that we can not establish an educational television network in Ver- 
mont in the future. An engineering study set the cost of construction at 
$1, 595, 691.00 or approximately what it costs to build a mile and a half 
of interstate highway. Operating costs are estimated at approximately 
$352, 000.00 per year. 


The license to operate the educational television network should be held 
by the University of Vermont with the policies determined by a council 
of representatives of all educational interests in the state.
